missing, and the tyre swing was cracked (d) there were massive holes in the 
ground behind the swings, which a smallehild could fall-down (e) there was 
concrete, not safety matting,under the swings (f) there were no "baby" swings 
and the entire facilities were inadequate and poor (g) dogs had free access to 
the play area, with the consequent hazards of fouling of shoes with excrement, 
and possible toxicare infection (h) the equipment was rusty, unsafe and not up 
to modern standards. Do your children not deserve better facilities than this? 
Are you aware that if a child hed an accident on these swings or slice the 
Council would almost certainly be legally liable’ I would be grateful for your 
comments on this matter.

SILENT NIGHT - HOLY NIGH T, 1944 by Ted Johnson 


I have a war time memory of an incident, which at the time must have impressed 
me considerably, because it haunts me each year in the run up to Christmas. 

The time was early January 1944. I was an unwilling guest of Hitler's Germany 
and had just completed a spell of solitary confinement in cells at a place called 
Iukenwalde near Berlin, 


A small party of fellow prisoners and I were to be moved to a prison camp. in 
Czechoslovakia. We were put in the charge of an escort of a Corporal and three 
soldiers for the journey. ‘These chaps were from a front line fighting unit who 
happened to be going on leave to their homes beyond our destination and the 
powers that be obviously found it convenient to appoint them as our escort. We 
quickly realised that they were a cut above the usual low grade type of guards 
we had so far encountered as prisoners of war, but we were left in no doubt, 
that they would stand no nonsense from us and would shoot us if necessarye 


We were duly marched to the local railway station and herded into a reserved 
carriage of a scheduled passenger train. This was an improvement on our usual 
rail transport which so far had been cattle trucks. Doors were locked and we 
were allotted seats and space at one end, while our guards spread themselves at 
the other end. We trundled across Germany making scheduled stops at country 
stations to pick up and set down civilian passengers. In spite of being closely 
guarded this was an interesting journey. Observing the ordinary work-a-day per 
suits of the country's civilian population made nonsense of any information we 
were given before we were taken prisoners in the Dodecanese campaign, that the 
Third Reich wes about to crack up. Bomb damage was to be seen around the indus- 
trial centres but appeared no more to curtail civilian movement than at similar 
scenes beck in UK. 


Iate in the afternoon in the fading daylight, our train came to a halt ina siding 
outside a town. This was quite a common gaommeree in order to let troop trains, 
or trains laden with tanks and guns pass, en route to the Russian front. These 
transports hac priority over normal civilian trains. 


We had stopped on an embankment at the edge of a plantation of conifer trees, 
After a heavy fall of snow the scene would have made a perfect picture for a 
Christmas card. Suddenly one of our guards opened the door at his end of the 
carriage, leaped off the train, ran to the smallest tree and with a few swift 
strokes of his bayonet cut it down and bore it back to the carriage. When, in 
due course, the train moved on, our guards were busily securing the tree above 

a seat and decorating it with whatever material they could find, transforming 

it into quite a lovely Christmas tree. Now they produced their haversack 
rations of bread and Wurst, and like all enterprising soldiers going home on 
leave, brought out some Schnapps and bursting out into song, turned the occasion 
into a veritable Christmas party. At their very sentimental rendering of 
"Stille Nacht, Hoilige Nacht" they encouraged us by gesture to join in. We 
certainly necded no encouragement, having already hummed along to their tunes, 
we now burst out with the English version of this beloved carol. Afterwards, 
quite imperceptibly our relationship with these men seemed to have changed. for 
the rest of our journey, although they did not relax their security in any form, 
we somehow had a fellow feeling for each other, as one soldier to another, each 
doing a job correctly, but with compassion. 


We eventually reached Breslau, where we hdd-to chéfige trains and where we were 
taken by the good Corporal and his men to a troop's canteen on the station. 
There would, no doubt, have been other secure places where he could have locked 
us up during our wait for the next train, but to the warm canteen we were es- 
corted and given hot coffee, a kindness which I am sure was not in his escort 
orders because we had been issued with the ubiquitous slice of black bread for 
the journey, which in the eyes of authority was all we needed,

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DEDDINGTON 150 YEARS AGO 


Buffy Heywood reports that there is little of interest in the diaries of the 
Rev Cotton Risley during the month of December 1839. Many of the entries are 
concerned with the laying out of “our new pleasure ground” following his 
purchase of various plots of land the previous month. The plan for same was 
drawn up by Me Brown who was the gardener to Mr Cartwright of Aynho. The wall 
adjoining "the Street" was also built at this time. As there is no Deddington 
News in January, Buffy includes this month the account of an incident which 
took place in January 1840;~ 

9 January At about 8 o'clock I was informed that the Church had been broken 
into and robbed by two men who presented pistols at the %exton's head on his 
gcing to the Vestry Room previous to ringing the curfew a few minutes before 8 
o'clock, they were secreted and had succeeded in breaking open the Parish Chest 
ana ransacking it of the pulpit hangings, communion cloth and cushions. They 
broke the lock of the Register Chest but could not open it. They took away 
13/-d in silver belonging to me as fees taken by the Sexton for divers offices 
performed by me as Vicar. They cut one of the Altar cushions to pieces, but 
being disturbed left all things in confusion, tosether with 4 keys, one a 
skeleton, a screw iriver, 2 cobbler's or plumber's & glaziers knife much worm 
and an old silk handkerchief. The Sexton was knocled down and stunned by a 
blow from the buttend of the pistol as hemys, and on recovering himself was 
compelled by their threats to let them escape by opening the Church Door for 
them. They had effected an entry by cutting away and breaking 2 portion of one 
of the Chancel windows, having forced outoné of the iron bars which was found 
in the Vestry Room in the morning, I immediately drew up a Handbill offering a 
reward of £30 to be paid by the Parish and myself on conviction of parties, 
stating the facts of the case as well as I could collect them. TI despatched the 
policeman in the direction they were supposed to have taken towards OxYrord, and 
sent hin afterwards to Bicester to inform the police there of the problen. ne 
also sent Hdmund my servant to Brackley on a similar errand. Two men, one short 
one tall, were seen running away from the Churchyard gate about 5 minutes after 
8 ofclock dressed in dark clothes; they had been seen between Adderbury and 
Deddington in the morning by a lad named Callow who was breaking stones on the 
road between the hours of 10 & 12 o'clock and particularly observed by him. 
Another lad named Sessions saw them near the Barber's shop opposite the Church 
yard wall, running fast from the direction of the Churchyard gate. 
10 January The two men supposed to have been the parties concerned in the 
Church affair last night were apprehended late this afternoon, a woman with them 
on the road to Oxford, by my order and brought to the cage by the policeman and 
Farndon the constable. I fixed to examine them in the morning. The woman had 
15 Pawnbroker's ticketsin her yvossession. 
iith January Examined the two men taken up yesterday on suspicion of having 
broken into and robbed the Church who gave their names as Mr Davis, Plumber & 
Glazier, and John Vincent, Tailor. After an investisation and examination of 
two hours and a half, by which a chain of strong suspicious circumstantial 
evidence was obtained against the men, I fully committed them to take their 
trial for the sacrilege at the ensuing Assizes. 
12th Janary A hymm book and prayer book were found by John Parish in the 
Castle Ground, being a part cf the property stolen from Banbury Church. 

13th January Mr Smith, my sister Hliza's intended husband, came with my brother 
John to vay his first visit, not altogether the person I should have thought she 
would have chosen. Thompson the Banbury policeman czme to say he had succeeded 
in recovering the Communion Cloth stolen from “armington Church near Banbury at 
a Pawnbroker's shop thereat; and that it was pawned at Saul's shop by the 
shortest of the two men I committed to Oxford on Saturday - for breaking into 
our Church.
